MARCHING ORDERS. 
In antictpation of a quick reply, 
Gen. Wood wired marching orders to 
the Ninth Cavalry at Ft. D. A. Rus- 
sell, Wyo., to the commanders of the 
Twelfth Cavalry at Presidio, Cal., 
and the Thirteenth Cavalry at Fort 
Riley, Kan. 
| Gen. Wood sent instructions to 
have their regiments ready for field 
service. It is probable the Ninth 
Cavalry will get under way for El 
Paso, Tex, some time tonight 
Gen. Wood was prompted to take 
this action by nature of the dispatch- 
es he received from the frontier. 
Gen. Steever sent a telegram urging | 
the detati of more troops. He now 
has approximately 4209 men stretched 
along the border; with the addition 
ot the Ninth and one other regiment 
of cavasary. the forces guarding the 
border would have close to 6000 men. 
This number is not deemed too large, 
as the Mexican frontier extends a 
distance of over 2000 miles. 
The War Department received a 
dispatch this morning from Serst.

LONDON, Sept. 7.— There is some- 
thing supremely ludicrous about the 
seriousness with which the English 
daily and weekly publications take 
themselves. The Saturday Review, 
which has been insisting for several 
years that Germany will declare war 
upon England in the spring of 1913, 
now gnoves the date forward to Sep- 
tember, 1914. 

The Nation continues to be practi- 
cally the only publication willing to 
allow America any rights at all in the 
Panama Canal or any right to en- 
force and interpret her own laws. Ac- 
cording to all the other English news- 
papers, American laws must be de- 
clared null and void when they con- 
flict in any degree with British in- 
terests.

STATE EXTENDS ITS POWER.

Commission Assumes Control of 

Railway Time Tables and Considers 

New Rate Question. 

(BY F. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 7.—The 
State Railroad Commission will as 
sume supervision October 1 of all pas- 
senger train time tables on California 
railroads. This decision was reached 
at a meeting of the commission here 
yesterday. 

The roads must file three coples of 
their schedules with the commission 
before October 1, after which date 
they must get the permission of the 
commission in making changes in the 
tables, and must file revised schedules 
within ten days before they go into 
effect. Any proposed new tables must 
be posted in two places in the wait- 
ing-rooms of the stations affected.. 

The commission 6 decided that 
all public utility corporations, other, 
than common carriers, must file with 
the commission within twenty days, 
statements containing explicit infor- 
mation regarding any cases in which 
they may be giving consumers rates 
lower than those contained in the reg- 
ular tariffs. These utilities are fur- 
ther directed to s y the cases in 
which they desire to continue the de- 

tions from the regular schedules. 
The public utilities act empowers the 
commission to allow public utilities, 
other than common carriers, to 
charge lower than the regylar rates 
in certain cases. The commission is 
now considering the entire question 
and may withhold this privilege.

LONG BEACH CITIZENS NOT 


FAVORABLE TO INNOVATION. 


Charter Revision Committes, How- 
ever, Seems Inclined to Go Ahead 
With Plan on Theory that an 
Election Will Educate the Public. 
School Fraternities Out of Favor. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 7.—Members 
of the Charter Revision Committee, 
who, advocate the adoption of the 
city-manager plan of gevernment to 
take the place of the present char- 
ter, met with decided opposition last 


night when members who have been | 


absent heretofore entered the discus- 
sion with such arguments and reports 
of opposition among the general] pub- 
lic as to upset and confuse for a time 
those who favor the adoption of the 
Hare system of proportional repre- 
sentation. It provides that a voter 
at an election may give his first, sec- 
and and third choice, the final se- 
lection of officials to be decided by 
count of the different choices. It 
was pointed out that this would ne- 
cessitate the use of a pencil in num- 
bering the different preferences of 
voters, something that is prohibited 
under the State election law. 

The managerial plan opposition 
made the strong point that salary 
expense would not only de larger 
than under commission form, but 
that the problem of selecting a man 
qualified to fill the position would be 
rather a difficult unde „ A- 
cording to the city- manager plan the 
lucky man, although he would have 
expert assistance, would of necessity 
have to be a financier, an executive 
man, civil engineer, water expert, 
electrician, accountant, lawyer, fire- 
man, be familiar with police work, 
street improvements, bookkeeper, li- 
brary details, understand the city 
needa in garbage disposal and nu- 
merous other small things which 
would be under his supervision and for 
which he would be held responsible. 
Miss Harnett's statement that there 
was a school in the East which 
turned out city managers to order 
did not impress the opponents of the 
plan who think a man with all these 
qualifications is born and not made 
to order. 

It has developed that the opposi- 
tion to the proposed plans of the re- 
vision committee is strong 
and that, if persisted in, would un- 
doubtedly meet with defeat and leave 
the present charter still in operation 
for another two years. The advocates 
of the experiment plan, however, in- 
sist that even then the submission of 
the new ideas would be an educa- 
tional factor to the people, productive 
of good later on.

youth who is now a prisoner in 4 
Denver jail. Clarence T. Hutchins, 
son of a wealthy resident of Arizona 
who has been living in Los Angeles 
for the past five years, is the central 
figure in the case. . He is under ar- 
rest in the Mile-High City on a charge 
of swindling. | 
The girl is said to be living at Re- 
dondo Beach and Hutchins claims 
that he is engaged to be married to 
her. Friends of Hutchins who have 
seen the peture of the girl say that 
they have seen her in his company 
several times but declare that they 
knew nothing of the engagement. 
Hutchins will not tell the name of 
the young woman and the“ only clew 
to her identity is the picture which 
the police found in the possession of 
the prsoner. When he was asked 
who the girl is Hutchins broke down 
and cried. He said that the girl had 
promised to marry him and that when 
she heard of his arrest and disgrace 
that she would probably break their 
engagement. 
am innocent of any wrongdo- 
ing,“ said Hutchins, as he paced the 
floor of his cell in the Denver police 
station, but the police here will not 
believe my story. When I was ar- 
rested: I had the picture of the girl 
I am to marry in my pocket. The po- 
lice took the ricture away from me. 


{ would rather die than tell who she 
is. She ig a good girl and my arrest 
will simply, break her heart. If I 
could only see her and explain things 
I know that she would believe me.” 

Hutchins told a friend in the jail 
that the girl whose picture he carried 
was Geneva Blaire and that she lived 
near Los Angeles. He would not give 
her address to the police and when 
asked if her name was Blaire, de- 
clared that he would nop tell. 

According to the police, Hutchins’s 
victim was Edward Perry, Broadway 
and Eleventh street, this city. Hutch- 
ins did not appear personally, accord- 
ing to the police, but he introduced 
Perry to a man named Houston, it 
is claimed, who victimized Perry to 
the extent of several hundred dollars 
by a fake sale. 

After the sale Houston disappeared. 
Hutchins said that he suspected that 
something was wrong and that when 
he found that Houston had left Los 
Angeles he went to the police and 
told them all the facts in the case. 

Hutchins has employed a firm of 
Denver lawyers to represent him in 
court and says that he will clear him- 
self of the charge brought against 
him. He says that his father will ad- 
vance the money for his defense and 
that he will be able to show that 
Houston deceived him‘ into believing 
that the auto sold was his personal 
property. The police think that if 
they can locate the girl it will go far 
toward establishing through her evi- 
dence the actual circumstances and 
the guilt or innocence of young 
Hutchins.

Wasatch and exhibit of irrigated farm 
products. The Utah State Fair will 
be on tap for the entire week, and 
the semi-annual conference of the 
Mormon chureh, October 4 to 6, inclu- 
sive.

NEW BUILDINGS. 

At Manual Arts, the new adminis- 
tration building is ready for occu- 
pancy and will be dedicated in Oc- 
tober. Its most remarkable features 
are the large auditorium, seating 1800 
persons, and the girls gym, meas- 
uring 50x70 feet, and its reception- 
room, to be used when parties are 
to be given in connection with the 
social-center work. The machine 
shops are to. be Installed, and plumb- 
ing will be one of the new subjects 
taught. 

Virgil avenue intermediate will be 
finished about the 20th inst. Here 
it is proposed to do a special class 
of social-center work, the handsome 
auditorium lending itself admirably 
to the holding of lectures, musicals 
and art exhibitions.

Charles B. Bdwards, a graduate of 
Johns Hopkins and Leipsic Univer- 
sities, who had special training 
abroad at Naples and Venice Zoolig- 
ical and Marine Stations and who 
at present has charge of the elk- 
runs, buffalo grounds and z00 at 
Griffith Park. Dr. Edwards has 
taught in the Universities of Texas, 
Connecticut and Columbia, and is 
mentioned in “American Men of 
Science” as one of the thousand 
American men who have done most 
to advance science in America.” His 
course will include the study of ani- 
mals and plants. The teachers will 
be taught how to present these mat- 
ters, and emphasis will be laid on 
field work. Most of the work in this 
course will be done out of doors. 


TO TEACH SWIMMING, 

Tf, as seems likely, the board takes 
over the Bethlehem baths, a swim- 
ming teacher will be employed to 
teach the children, both boys and 
girls, of Macy, Amelia, Ann and Utah 
street schools, the aquatic sport.

There are 
Citizens too lazy to walk to the polls who 
get might take the trouble to mark and 
mail a ballot sheet. But no Bull Moose 
would vote by mail with so many automo- 
Diles placed at his disposal. Voting dy 
mail might bring out a larger Taft vote in 
walifornia, especially on the part of the 
women, some of whom have nearly a mile 
™ walk to their precinct booth. Only 25 
per cent. of the registered voters in Sacra- 
mento county recorded their votes at the 
% primaries, a fact that fakes all real sig- 
fificance from the resulting count and 
leaves a large and useless bill behind for 
election expenses.

ILL HISTORY BE REPEATED? 

Panic is the offspring of unreason, or 
of misinformation. Runs on banks are the 
result @f a sudden loss of public confi- 
dence in the integrity or the business abil- 
ity of those in charge of the bank. The 
great and lasting panic of 1893 was not 
the result of Democratic legislation so 
much as it was caused by a belief in the 
fulfillment of Democratic promises to leg- 
isiate. The campaign of 1892 was made on 
the issue of abandoning the Republican 
doctrine of protection and substituting a 
tariff for revenue only. The Democrats ex- 
pected to elect Cleveland and obtain the 
Federal offices. They expected to elect a 
majority of the members of the House of 
Representatives and control the appropria- 
tions. They did not in the least expect to 
change the political complexion of the 


United States Senate. Their leaders ex- 


‘pected to be able to say after election: 


Not Disturbed. 


“We cannot enact a tariff for revenue only 
for the Republican Senate won't let us.“ 
To their amazement, and not at all to 
their satisfaction, the landslide in Novem- 
ber, 1892, included the Senate as well as 


the President and the House, and for the 


first time in thirty-four years the Demo- 
crats were able to enact or repeal a Federal 
law. 

Between the election in November, 1892, 
and the meeting of Congress in December, 
1893, there was a year of widespread com- 
mercial and industrial disaster, This was 
the result of popular belief that the Demo 
crats would do what their spellbinders and 
newspaper organs had agreed to do from 
every stump and in every Democratic ed- 
itorial sanctum from Bangor to San Diego. 

The consumer of manufactured goods 
said: “I will defer my purchases because 
Congresa will reduce tariff duties and goods 
will be cheaper.” The retail dealer said: 
“I will not stock up with high-priced goods. 
The Democrats will reduce the tariff, and 
both imported and domestic goods will be 
cheaper.” The wholesale. dealer withheld 
orders from the manufacturer in order to 
await the coming of lower prices. The 
manufacturer—lacking his usual orders 
from the wholesalers—-said: “I cannot af- 
ford to make goods with high-priced Amer 
jean labor that will, under a revenue tar- 
iff, come in competition with goods made 
by low-priced European labor.” 

The manufacturer thereupon closed his 
factory, his foundry, or his forge and dis- 
charged his workers, and they tramped the 
highways, and their wives and children 
went hungry or lived upon charity. 

All this ruin was wrought because of the 
general belief that the Democrats would 
keep their promises. 

But, when Congress met, its members 
proved to be better patriots than partisans. 
They turned right about face. They went 
squarely back on their platform. They 
adopted the Wilson tariff, which was more 
a change of schedule than a change of 
policies. It was indeed disastrous, but it 
was a long, long ways from the revenue 
tariff that had been promised. It was so 
far from a fulfillment of platform promises 
that Cleveland denounced it as “a partisan 
perfidy,” although he did not veto it. 
When it became apparent that Democrats 
would not carry out their free-trade doc- 
trines confidence revived. The milis and 
factories were reopened. At the next elec- 
tion the Republicans carried the country 
overwhelmingly, and in 1896 the election of 
McKinley completely reestablished public 
confidence and for sixteen years we have 
enjoyed a season of uninterrupted prosper- 
ity and marvelous growth. 

Is history about to repeat itself?

The rea- 
sons for this are, first, that such dis- 
play is not often really necessary: 
and, second, that the exposure of the 
emblem to the elements is injurious 
and destructive, especially so in bad 
weather. But while the flag is thus, 
as a rule, protected after dark, there 
manifestly no impropriety, much 
less no “dishonor” in keeping it aloft 
throughout the Hvelong night when 
occasion justifies. At the same time 
Its continuous display from ea staff 
would interfere with he beautiful 
and impressive ceremony of hoisting 
and lowering the colors at sunrise 
and sunset, respectively—an estab- 
lished custom at regular army posts. 
Provision is made in the Army Regu- 
lations (which are law through the 
direct sanction of Congress) fora 
storm-fiag of strong bunting, to be 
hoisted upon accasion—ae flag five feet 
by eight feet nine inches in dimen- 
sions. This fact implies very plain- 
ly that the flag is not necessarily to 
be hauled down in inclement weather, 
or even at night. Touching the use 
of the emblem under strenuous cir- 
cumstances, a striking and impressive 
illustration is found in the sublime 
words of Francis Scott Key, author 
of the Star-spangled Banner,” in the 
noble lines which lead that immortal 


epic: 
“Oh, say, can you see, by the dawn’s ) 


early light. 
What so proudly we hail'd at the 
twilight's last gleaming, 
Whose broad stripes and bright stars, 


O'er the ramparts we watch'd 
were 80 gallantly streaming? 
And the rockét’s red glare, the 

bombs bursting in alr, 

Gave proof through the night that 

our flag was still there!” 

Here it is plainly indicated that 
the flag over Fort McHenry (near 
Baltimore,) beleaguered by the Brit- 
ish in 1814, on the night of Septem- 
ber 13, had been flying throughout 
the night. (The enemy had termin- 
ated his investment before morn- 
ing.) The reasons for sometimes fly- 
ing the flag at night over camps, 
fortresses and other places defended 


every experienced soldier, and in- 
deed should be so to every thought- 
ful citizen. In the event, for in- 
stance, of a fort being invested by 
the enemy, as in the case cited, with 
a relieving force approaching, the 
display of the flag and a view of it 
by the rescuing force from a dis- 
tance would become vital matters. 
Should the flag be hauled down at 
dark, according to the erroneous be- 
Het of certain stupid persons, there 
would be no sufficient visible evi- 
dence to satisfy the succoring troops 
that the garrison had or had not sur- 
rendered to the enemy. Such knowl- 
vGge would be essential for the en- 
lightenment of the relieving forte. 
Moreover, the flag must de kept. 
aloft up to the last moment, whether 
in the day or in the night, for the 
sake of the cause and the country; 
for the sake of courage, loyalty and 
devotion to the standard and the na- 
tion. In brief, the Stars and Stripes 
were made to be kept aloft, and not 
to be pulled down, certainly not by 
their defendera.

TRUSTEE BRINGS ACTION FOR 
BONDHOLDERS. 


Suit for $550,000 and interest was 
brought in the Superior Court yes- 
terday by the Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company against the Glendale

mounted cannon. A flag of truce was 
sent to the Governor. by Alvarado. 
demanding immediate surrender, and 
two days were spent in ineffectual 
parlieying. At the end of this period, 
Graham is said to have declared that 
two days and nights was long enough 
“a waitin’ on them bars,” and the 
Governor was given notice that two 
hours would be given them in which 
to surrender. As the demand was 
not complied with, a cannon was 
loaded and a shot sent through the 
roof, over the heads of the Mexican 
troops, and there was an immediate 
surrender, the Governor and his men 
being permitted to sall for Mexico. 
OUR FIRST FLAG. 

After declaring himself Governor, 
the question of a flag came up and 
the one here shown was agreed upon, 


in 2838 the Mexican government un- 


to s¥ppress the revolutionists, 
and named Carlos Antonio Carrillo 
as Governor, with orders to raise an 
army and proceed to Monterey and 
retake the capital. Near Santa Bar- 
bara he sent couriers to demand the 
surrender of Alvarado, who took six 
days to answer, while he strengthened 
his force and appointed Jose Castro 
Captain. Then he defied Carrillo, and 


‘the latter valorously considered the 


situation and retreated to Ventura. 
After being feasted for three days by 
the people of Santa Barbara, Castro’s 


4} force of 100 ment followed Carrillo to 


Ventura, where it is recorded a four- 
days battle was fought, with a loss 
of one man killed in Carrino's force 
of equal strength, and one wounded 
in Castro's force. The battle ended 
in the surrender of Carrillo. 

Graham and his riflemen were not 
in the fight, but had been kept at 
Monterey by Alvarado as a body 
guard. After the surrender of Carillo 
the entire force marched to Los An- 
eles, where they took possession of 
Carillo's headquarters, he accompany- 
ing them as a guest, and here the flag 
of the revolutionary State floated un- 
til Alvarado capitulated in return for 
the appointment as Governor. 
Alvarado then began to fear Gra- 
ham. and arrested him and forty-five 
of his adherents, imprisoning them in 
a filthy stable, half starved them. con- 
wanted their property and heaped 
indignities unon their families ‘then 
sent them prisoners to La Paz, Lower 
Culifornta. with a recemmendation 
that they be punished for their part in 
the revolution. His treachery seems 
to have lacked appreciation, even in 
Mexico, for Graham was released and 
returned to California. but there ap- 
pears no record of his companions.

PARIS, Sept. 7.—A commission is 
now investigating the causes of the 
decline in the Frénch birth rate. Last 
year the total births fell by 32,869. 
M. Klotz, Minister of Finance, is presi- 
dent of this commission, and among 
the members will be M. Ribot, M. 
Cochery, Z. Bienvenu Martin and M. 
Caillaux. In emphasizing the im- 

tance of immediate action if 

nce ig to maintain her position in 
the world, M. Jacques Bertillon, the 
eminent statistician and brother ot 
the inventor of the Yinger-print svs- 
tem of identification,- points out that 
whereas a century ago 27 per cent. 
of the pophla tion of the great Eu 
ropean powers were French, todays 
the proportion is only 11 per cent. 
Formerly French was the most wide. 
ly spoken language:’ today it is the 
mother tongue of only 45,000,000 as 
compared with 100,000,000 German 
and 130,000,000 who speak English. 

AT LEAST THREE CHILDREN. 

As for remedi¢s, M. Bertillon im- 
sists that Frenchmén must be taugh‘ 
to regard a child as. a burden which 
its father supports for the benefit of 
the entire community. But in orde: 
that a family should pay what it owe: 
to the State it should consist of at 
least three children—two to fill the 
place of the parents when they die, 
“the third to fill the gaps caused by 
those who die before attaining adult 
age. In order to promote this ‘end. 
M. Bertillon proposes a reduction of 
taxation upon fathers of three or 
more than three children, in propor- 
tion to the number of living offspring 
—a system already adopted in Prus- 
sia, Saxony, Servia, Norway, Sweden 
and parts of Switzerland. The laws 
of succession shonld be modified and 
formalities of marriage simplified. 
Mothers of large families should be 
assisted in various ways, and especial 
provision should be made for widows 
left with children. Finally. M. Bertil- 
lon suggests that among the humbler 
class of public servants those candi- 
dates for employment by the State who 
have children should be considered as 
eligible in proportion to the size of 
their families.

A GRIM REMEDY. 

Desperate diseases require desper- 
ate remedies. Because the Parisian 
wives of married prefects find the town 
of Perpignan too slow, the Council of 
Prades petitions the government to 
appoint only bachelors in future. and 
to condemn said bachelors to matri- 
mony with a lady of Perpignan with- 
in two months. 

In two years, the arrondissement 
of Prades has had six prefects. The 
first got as far as Toulouse and then 
his wife turned back, utterly dead 
with ennui. The second, greatly dar- 
ing, reached Perpignan, but remained 
in the railway station, taking the next 
train to Paris. The third actuallv 
visited the prefecture and then disap- 
neared. As for the other three, they 
had hardly unpacked their trunks be- 
fore they or their wives were pack- 
ing them again. Yet Perpignan is a 
“harming old town, with fine build- 
ings, and its prefect, in addition to his 
stlary, receives $650 a year as pro- 
vost of the Republic of Andorra. 

In a manifesto detailing their 
troubles, the Councillors respectfullv 
petition the government  hencefor- 
ward to choose as prefects of the de- 
partment “bachelors who shall be 
bound to marry within two months, 

order that these officials may have 
ties in the Pyrenees-Orientales, and 
may no longer be tempted to leave as 
„soon as they arrive.” 

This delightful pronouncement will 
no doubt command the approval of 
the young ladies of Prades and their 
mammas. One can imagine the ex- 
citement when a new prefect arrives 
—a prefect not only marriageable, 
but condemned, shall we say, to marry 
within two months. But the worthy 
councillors are not quite explicit 
enough in their demands. They 
should have prescribed not only the 
date of the marriage, but the district 
from which the bride was to be 
chosen. What if a prefect with a 
cynical turn of humor after fluttering 
the hearts of the maidens of the 
Pyrenees-Orientales for two months 
less a day, should spring upon them at 
the eleventh hour a flancee from 
Paris?

maligning himself; or a wassailous 
poet loving the world and congratu- 
lating himself? I leave the answer 
to anyone who can think without 
sobbing. 

It is quite impossible, in more ways 
than one, for me to invite the bards 
of 1912 to put their feet on the rail 
at my expense. And so, instead, I 
shall treat them as I have treated both 
the novelists and the dramatists in 
recent weeks. I shall ingpect all their 
wares which the sweating expressman 
has hurled into my sanctum since Jan- 
wary 1, select therefrom the ten best 
volumes, and praise them without 
stint—-even going so far as to rec- 
emmend these volumes ta those who 
eare for the best in modern American 
poetry. 

Have I gtven the impression that 
there has been no good poetry pub- 
Mshed of late?

Valuable Prizes 
in The 


California Was the First to Utilize 
Water Power With Long Transmis- 
sion Lines and High Voltage. 
{Rollins Magazine:] In California 
occurred the first development of 
generating electricity by water power 
and transmitting the electricity long 
distances. From small plants sending 
the power a few miles at a relatively 
low voltage, there occurred in quick 
succession the building of larger and 
larger plents with longer transmis- 
sion lines and higher voltages. 
The art has spread all over the 
world, but the development in Call- 
fornia has kept abreast of progress 
elsewhere, and some of the largest and 
best equipped plants are found in that 
State. Hence, according to the Rol- 
lins Magazine, to write the history 
of the development. of hydro-electric 
generation and transmission of power 
in California is to write practically its 
entire history from infancy to the 
vresent advanced state. 
At the time @hen the electric de- 
velopment commenced, the vast oil 
flelds of the State had not been dis- 
eovered and California was without 
fuel. Coal in any considerable quanti- 
ties has never been discovered and 
that which was used was imported at 
a high cost. The necessity was felt 
tor a cheap source of power. 
California was settled by a race of 
giants—the gold miners of '49 and the 
"60's. In the search for gold there 
were developed by the miners the 
ditches and flumes, the riveted iron 
and steel pipe lines, the rock fill dams, 
the hydraulic giant and lastly the im- 
pulse water wheels. Go where you 
will among the Sierra Nevadas of Cen- 
tral California, you will find the 
ditches of the miners, most of them 
now un used. 5 
On the walls of cliffs hundreds of 
feet above the canyon still can be seen 
the rusty tron brackets of some long 
abandoned flume with possibly a rot- 
ting timber hanging here and there— 
mute testimony to the daring and en- 
ergy of the men of the golden era, 
who never turned back in the face of 
any physical difficulty. 
The formation of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas may be given as another reason 
for the beginning and progress of hy- 
dro-electric development. The moun- 
tains range from a summit elevation 
of about 8000 feet in the northern o 
over 14,000 feet in the southern part 
of the State. Geologically, they are 
of recent formation. 
The rain and snow fall in the moun- 
tain ranges from twenty inches to 
over one hundred inches. In some 
places the snowfall is over thirty feet 
and it remains well into the late sum- 
mer. The result is that numerous 
rivers flow down the slopes of the 
mountains into the two collecting riv- 
ers, the Sacramento and the San Joa- 
quin. 
These branch rivers have cut deep 
canyons into the relatively soft lava 
cover from 1000 feet to 3000 feet av- 
erage depth. The canyon of the Tuo- 
lumne River is at one place over 4000 
feet deep and less than two miles 
wide at the top. The descent of the 
rivers is swift, ranging from 100 to 
150 feet fall a mile. This means a 
torrent of water dropping in suc- 
cessive falls and cascades. 
Last but not least is the presence 
at the base of the mountains of great 
valleys such as that of the Los An- 
geles River in the south and of the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento Rivers 
in the north. Numerous prosperous 
cities lie in these fertile valleys, and 
on the_near-by seacoast are two of the 
large cities of the country, Los An- 
geles and San Francisco. 
Such was the situation. High moun- 
tains with heavy precipitation at high 
altitudes offered the power. The quick 
drop of the rivers rendered economi- 
cal development possible. The gold 
miners of a former time had shown 
what it was possible to do in the way

WHAT IS WOOL? 


It Can Be Obtained Not Only from 
Sheep and Goats but from the 


Flanks of Cows. 

(Literary Digest: ] If a “cow has 
wool instead of hair, is it hair or 
wool? This sounds like the query, 
If a cat had kittens in the oven, 
would they be kittens or biscuits?” 
In other words, are we to judge by 
the source or the characte in 
deciding whether wool is ool or 
something else? Questions of 
kind sometimes involve large sums of 
money in this age of exact definition. 
The meanings of commonly-used 
words, with which mankind has been 
reasonably familiar for centuries, are 
being questioned, adjusted aud re- 
vamped to suit new conditions. Most 
of these words have been used loosely 
but the requirements of commercial 
law, especially in connection with the 
passage of all sorts of new statutes in 
regulation of trade, have necessitated 
the formulation of more exact mean- 
ings. The latest of these queries is 
that at the head of this article, which 
J. E. Lord, an English microscopic 
analyst, proceeds to discuss in Know!l- 
edge (London, June,) premising that 
the possibility of any doubt on the 
subject will doubtless “cause some 
mild surprise,“ or will even “be ta 
many unthinkable.” The writer goes 


on to say in -

‘There can be 
besides being one of the best-known 
and most widely-used fibers, was also 
one of the very first to be used by man 
to protect himself from the inclemen- 
cy of the weather, following, indeed, 
very closely upon his first tentative, 
but unsatisfactory, essay in this direc- 
tion. Ones first thought is, very 
naturally, that wool is the hair of the 
sheep. is, however, far from be- 
ing the last word on the subject; for 
if we make che necessary inquiries we 
shall discover that commercially, at 
all events, the term wool is not gole- 
ly confined to the product of the 
sheep. Hairs from several animals are 
described as being wool, no doubt 
from their having characteristics sim- 
lar to those from the sheep. 
I need heer only mention that 
the hairs of several species of goat, 
such as the Alpaca, Angora and 
Kashmir, are invariably designated 
wool; as are also the hairs of the 
llama and camel. Indeed, there can 
be little doubt but that many animals 
would furnish hairs which most 
microscopists would characterize 
as wool. 
This question is net merely of 
academic interest, as is shown by the 
following story told by Mr. Lord. 
Some time ago, an English manufac. 
turer of felt submitted a sample for 
microscopical examination. He had 
contracted to supply to a German 
merchant a felt free from wool, as 
the tariff on all goods containing woo! 
was prohibitive. On arrival at the 
German port it was examined by the 
revenue authorities and refused ad- 
mittance except on the higher scale 
on the ground that it contained wool

On 
thinking the matter over, I deter- 
mined to procure hairs from different 
parts of the cow direct, with the sat- 
isfactory result that from various 
arts, but. especially from the flank, 

was both astonished and delighted 
to find that a considerable proportion 
of the hairs had all the characteris- 
own dictu I sent off specimens of 
this wool-like cow’s hair to several 
friends who are experienced micro- 
scopists, one of whom undertakes 
chemical and microscopical . analyses 
for commercial men, and in every 
case it was unhesitatingly pronounced 
to be wool. I am not aware that the 
fact has been previously noted, and as 
the matter appears now to have some 
commercial as well as scientific in- 
terest, this record may be considered 
as not without some value. It is also 
gratifying to note that the German 
revenue authorities, on the result of 
this modest piece of research being 
submitted to them, have intimated 
that similar qualities of felt will now 
be admitted free, if accompanied by 
an affidavit to the effect that there 
has been no addition of sheep's wool. 
. . « It would appear from this that 
our German friends are now willing 
to ocnsider that wool-lfke hairs, if 
not from the sheep, are not wool, but 


if the practise gets commoner, or if 
our manufacturers should utilize oth-

World's Lergest Ou Plant. 


The Standard Oil Company is very 
active in its new construction work 
on the Richmond refinery. Thirty new 
stills for refining oll have been built 
this summer, and new buildings and 
new stills are spreading out over the 
western portion of the city. A mons- 
ter engine is also being installed in 
the pumping station on the long 
wharf to pump sea water from the 
bay, which after it has been clarified 
is made use of in the oi] process. It 
is said that probably a third of the 
$26,000.000 increased capitalizaton of 
the Standard will be used in work on 
this ‘Richmond refinery. which will be 


made the largest of! plant in the 
world. 
Besides this, the Standard has 


completed its third pipe line to the 
southern fields 300 miles away, and 
enother one is projected. 


The tremendous amount of money 
which is being spent on refining and 
transportation facilities in California, 
will place the oil industry in better 
conditions than ever before . Every- 
thing is being made ready by the 
large companies for the opening of the 
Panama Canal, when the outlet for 
the gigantic production of the State 
will de greater than ever before. The 
same wave of activity that has been 
apparent in the Standard’s opera- 
tions has also swept over the other 
big companies. The General Petro- 
leum, which is practically a new fac- 
tor in the oll situation, is not only do- 
ing a tremendous amount of develop- 
ment work in the fields, but has aleo 
now under way its big pipe line from 
the Midway district to the Port Los 
Angeles. The doubling of the Pro- 
ducers Transportation Company's line 
from Junction Station to Port Hart- 
ford is also another step forward in 
providing better outlet for the 
product of lifornia. Another com- 
pany that has also projected a pipe 
line is the Pacific Pipe Line Company. 
As yet the exact pathway of this has 
not been decided upon. 

Considerable interest now is being 
aroused by the advent of the Indian 
Refining Company, which is establish - 
ing its stations along the Coast, and 
it ts believed that this company wil 
have quite an influence on the gaso- 
line situation in thia State. 

The Indian Refining Company in- 
tends to bring large shipments of fhe 
refined product from its flelde in In- 
dia. where its operations are very ex- 
tensive. The quantity of oi] suitable 
for making gasoline in California is 
limited, and the consumption of the 
product is increasing at such a rapid 
rate, that it is hoped that the im- 
portations of the Indian Refining 
Company will at least keep down the 
price. 

This is one of several fnportant 
factors that have come to have a bear- 
ing on the gasoline supply in the 
State in the past twelve months. The 
enlarging of the refineries is another. 
So much importance cannot, however, 
be attached to the new methods of 
making gasoline which have been 
evolved——namely, its manufacture in 
gasoline-from-gas plants and in small 
field stills from crude oil. Neither of 
these is capable of affecting seriously 
the high price of the fuel. 


Field Notes. 

The loss of the bailer in the hole 
at 1800 feet has temporarily blocked 
the drilling on well No. 2 of the Asso- 
— 2 Oil Company on section 84, 

The Stockton Midway ou Company 
used a dynamite shot in No. (well to 
shoot off the casing to permit the 
further drilling, and the top water 
may be shut off. ’ 

On section 86, 12-24, the M. J. and 
M. and M. Consolidated is planning 
to work on three new rigs. Drillin<e 
will be commenced shortly after 
these are up. The M. J. and M. and 
M. got a production of 100,000 bar- 
rels of oll during August. The com- 
pany has a number of very fine pro- 
ducers on this section. The No. 8 
well is making about 1400 barrels a 
day, No. 1 about 200, and No. 10 
about 1600, and No. 9, which was re- 
cently perforated at 2010 feet, is pro- 
ducing about 700 barrels.

HEN the Standard Oi] Com- 

pany entered California eight 
years ago it came with one pur- 

in view—that of controlling the 
petroleum industry in all ite branches.

cause the producers in the eastern 
fields had apparently given up the 
fight and accepted the situation with 
the best grace at their command. 

In California the Standard found 
another class of men to deal with and 
different conditions of trade than & 
isted in any of the eastern districts. 
The fact that California oil was con- 
sidered primarily as a fuel and treat- 
ed as such necessitated different 
methods of handling and marketing. 
To those who watched the operations 
of the big concern in the early days 
of its California history it was easily 
‘geen that the Standard had “got off 
on the wrong foot.” Standard oil, in 
fact. was in California several years 
before it really “got started.” 

HEWING TO THE LINE. 

But it apparently has never lost 
sight for a moment of the purpose for 
which it came, and has gradually been 
extending its influence along the en- 
tire Pacific Coast. The writer is not 

whether it is or is not a good

CORROSION OF SEA WATER. — 


Scientific Study of the Deterioration 
of the Relics of the Battleship Maine 
Gives Interesting Results. 

[San Antonio Express:] The resur- 
rection of the Maine after thirteen 
years at the bottom of Havana har- 
bor furnished an unusual opportunity 
for study of the effect on metals and 
wood of long submersion in tropical 
waters. This opportunity was utilized 
ba Dr. Maximilian Toch. to whom 
every opportunity was given by the 
Government to make his investigation 
thorough and exhaustive. Many val- 
uable specimens from the shattered 
and worn hull and fittings, 11! ting 
the effect of the various destructive 
agencies at work, were obtained dur- 
ing the investigation, and now lie in 
the museum of the College of the City 
of New York. Dr. Toch gives a brief 
resume of his findings in the BEngi- 
neering News of July 4. 

The first thing that he discovered 
was that, contrary to popular report, 
the hull consisted not of cast and 
wrought iron, but of modern steel. 
The anchor chains and pumps were 
the only parts of cast and wrought 
iron. The hull had sunk into the mud 
to within a few feet of the upper deck. 
All the paint below the mud line was 
gone, but the wood was as perfect and 
sound as on the night the Maine sank. 
Above this line, however, the teredo 
had riddied all the pine until it was 
a mere shell, but the mahogany had 
not been touched. The rotion that the 
teredo works only between high and 
low water was disproved, for it had 
attacked the pine of the Maine right 
down to the mud line. 

The metal of the hull was “corroded 
clear through” in but one place. In 
many places there was a coating of 
rust nearly an inch thick; but the 
growth of submarine animals over the 
steel seemed to have acted as a pro- 
tection against further disentegration. 
It was found that wherever the steel 
had been close to copper or brass, cor- 
rosion was more marked, as the re- 
sult of electrolytic action. The breech 
of a ten-inch gun, for example, which 


and copper, however, suffered very 
little. The pumps, composed chiefly 
of iron and bronse, were scarcely aged 
at all by the long submergence. In 
fact, at least one of them wes fitted 
up with new piston rods (the piston 
rods, being of steel, were badly cor- 
roded,) and used in pumping the 
liquid mud out of the hull. 

The ammunition was found in sur- 
prisingly good condition. Many of the 
smaller rifle shells could be exploded, 
although the report was weak, owing 
to the partial degeneration of the 
smokeless powder. The rubber pack- 
ings were in perfect condition. Re- 
garding the condition of the human 
skeletons, Dr. Toch says: “All the 
bodies found were entirely disartic- 
ulated. No vestige of clothing, with 
the exception of such metallic objects 
as were in or on them, remained, bu‘ 
it is worthy of note that in thirteen 
vears the bones had suffered no de- 
composition whatever.”

“Emblem of purity, symbol of truth.” 
With the flag I keep a 60-cent “shin 
plaster’’ issued by the city of Rich- 
mond. 

“These were given me by a young 
Confederate soldier at the battle of 
Cold Harbor, May 30, 1864. He was 
about 18 years old, my own age at 
that time, and was apparently mortal- 
ly wounded. I helped him to a tree 


and propped him up, where he would» 
not be trampled on by the cavalry, of 
which there were many companies in ) 
the vicinity. He asked me for a drink 


of water. I gave him what he wished 


from my canteen and offered to leave | 
the canteen with him. 11 refused 


to take it, and also said he had no 
message to send. I never heard from 
him afterward, and presume he died 
from his wounds.”

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 

Harvey Marion Trimble, Com- 
mander-in-Chief was born near WII- 
mington, O., in 1842. The breaking 
out of the Civil War came befere he 
had completed his studies at Eureka 
College and he left his books to enter 
the army. During his army career, 
which lasted three years, his conduct 
was distinguished by great personal 
bravery and a manly and soldierly 
bearing that attracted the attention of 
both his superior officers and the men 
who served with him. 

He participated in every battle in 
which his command was engaged ex- 
cept one minor skirmish, which oc- 
curred while he was held prisoner, fol- 
lowing his capture while on scout 
duty. Before his release from duty 
as acting assistant adjutant-general, 
he received a note of formal com- 
mendation from Gen. Clark, com- 
manding the brigade. 

He resumed the study of law upon 
his return to private life and was ad- 
mitted to practice in 1867. Less than 
a year later he was made Master in 
Chancery of the Circuit Court of 
Bureau county, and held the position 
for nine years. 

He was elected a member of the 
Board of Education, was four times 
elected County Judge of Bureau coun- 
ty, and has been commander of Fer- 
ris Post, president of the Bureau 
County Soldiers’ Association and 
Judge in the Thirteenth Judicial Cir- 
cult of Illinois. Judge Trimble is 
recognized by his comrades of the 
Grand Army as a man of scholarly 
attainments, courtly bearing and high 
administrative ability. 

SENIOR VICE-COMMANDER. 

Gen. Nicholas W. Day, Senior Vice- 
commander, was born in New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., in 1840. He entered the 
army as quartermaster sergeant of the 
Seventy-first New York, a three 
months regiment. Later he was 
captain in the Ninety-sixth New York, 
trom which position he was promoted 
to the rank of major. 


He served with distinction in the 


Army of the Gulf, and was promoted 
to a coloneley because of his con- 
spicuous gallantry in the series of as- 
saults upon Port Hudson. In 1864 
he served under Sheridan.

He 
was commissioned a first leutenant 
in 1864 for gallant conduct in action, 
and the following year was brevetted 
captain for meritorious conduct when 
in charge of Ft.

He was in the Army of the Potomac 
and participated in twenty-two bat- 
ties, beginning with Antietam and 
ending with Appomattox. He is now 
a resident of Ness City, Kan. He is 
a member of the Masonic Fraternity, 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United States and of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

INSPECTOR-GENERAL. 

John Hogue McClay, Inspector- 
General was born in Ohio in 1842.

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They Have Also Other Habits Such 
as Chewing Tea Leaves Instead of 


—— 


[Boston Herald: ] Perfumery is ¢#- 
tensively used in Siam, and Bau de 
Cologne, Florida water, scented hair 
lotions and olls, face creams and 68. 
metics are in constaint demand. Ger- 
man, French and English firms send 
out salesmen every year or six months 
to look after this trade. Few, if any, 
American perfumes are to be found 
on the Siamese. The people here pre- 
fer jasmine, rose and vfolet scents. 

Ordinary kerosene lamps are used 
in most Slamese houses outside 
Bangkok, as only that city has elee- 
tric lighting and coal is too expersaive 
for use in producing tlluminating gas. 
The greatest demand is (for 
lamps, which are used in the thou- 
that I) sands of houseboats, which line the 
rivers and canals of Siam, and in the 
homes of the peasants. Such lamps 
sell at 25 to 50 tents each, but se- 
cording to consular and trade repofts, 
nearly every kind of lamps finds a sale

It was not the array of machines 


on the hillside overlooking the fire, 
nor the long string of cars covering 
the boulevards between Los Angeles 
and the beach that attracted atten- 
tion, but it was the only road-scarred 
fire-fighters on the battle line doing 
their duty almost as if they had been 
human. 

These fire-fighters caught the fancy 
of the vagt throng that could see the 
work being done by the engines. 
Many of the cheers that went up as 
the flames were subdued were for 
the inanimate objects which were 
belching forth streams of water and 
chemical fluid into the caldron of 
flame and smoke. 

It was an inspiring sight. It made 
many realize that the day is not far 
distant when every city will be fully 
equipped with a corps of motor fire 
engines and trucks. The need for 
these down-to-date machines was 
never more urgent and was never 
more thoroughly demonstrated than 
during the Ocean Park fire. 

CARS KEEP ORDER. 

Then when the flames had died 
down and it was necessary to restore 
order the automobile came into ac- 
tion. Just how much good the 
motor car accomplished will never 
be figured. Looting was stopped. 
because the motor cars were cranked 
and sent into action. 

The soldiers of the National Guard 
were placed on duty to aid the police 
In the stupendous task of keeping 
order. The cars carried these men 
from place to place. It was no easy 
matter to move so many troops in 
such a short space of time, but it 
was done with the aid of motor 
cara. 

When the police were puzzled as 


to just the best way in which the 


patrolmen could be sent from point 
to point it was the motor car that 
solved the problem. Of course the

EQUAL WESTERN CLASSIC

HEN I was asked to tell just 

what happened at Eigin I de- 

decided to be fair and square. 
Of course, the National holds the rec- 
ord for the course. Because I have 
promised to tell just what happened 
1 must admit that this record was 
not broken. Here is the account of 
the race: if 

Mulford, in his big Knox Six, was 
sent away at 11:10 by Starter Wag- 
ner, and was followed thirty seconds 
later by Clark, in the Mercedes, and 
the other cars followed at intervals 
of thirty seconds.

SKILL NEEDED 
To PLACE MEN. 


Managers Spend Much Time 


on Batting List. 


Arrangement of Batsmen Is 
Important Factor. 


Most Desirable Person Is the 
Clean-up Man. 


BY HARRY A. WILLIAMS. 


The average fan picks up his pro- 
gramme at the ball park, runs his eye 
up and down the batting order to 
see who is playing and who Isn't, and 
then refers to it occasionally as a 
guide during the progress of the 
game. 

Further than that he is not greatly 
interested in the batting order, be- 
yond wondering, possibly, why the 
pitcher isn’t allowed to bat first, the 
catcher, second, the first baseman 
third, and so on down the line; a bat- 


‘ting law that was unchangeable as 


that of the Medes and Persians when 
the kids congregated on the vacant 
lot and proceeded to select sides by 
“choosing, up.“ You remmebr it all. 
The yarn ball, the 10-cent bat and 
the rock or the battered tin can that 
served as a home plate. The. honor 
of “choosing up“ was accorded the 


two “natural born” leaders—yvyou al- 


ways find em, even among the sand- 
lotters—and between themselves, with 
the aid of a bat, they decided who 
should have the first choice. When 
the teams were selected in the order 
of the skill of the players, there en- 


sued a scramble for positions on the 


field. But there was no scramble 


when it came to lining up at the 
plate. The right of the pitcher to 
bat first and the catcher second was 


inalienable. 
3 MATTER OF SKILL. 
The arrangement of a team’s bat- 


ting order, is in fact, an important 
factor in any club’s success. The 
problem of sending his men to the 
plate in the order that will give the 
club the maximum of run-getting 
power is one on which the manager 
expends considerable brain force each 
year, and which sometimes is not 
definitely solved until a month or 
more after the season opens. Mid- 
season changes,-in fact, are not infre- 
quent, form reversals necessitating a 


shuffling of the batting order.

dt is up to the succeeding batsmen 
to see that the lead-off man is shoved 
around the circuit. 

The second man must be versatile, 
heady and fast, a good hitter, a 
thorough master of the sacrifice and 


skillful at the hit-and-run. He is ex- 


pected to lend the lead-off man a 
helping hand as far as second, and 
sometimes can shove him around to 
third on a well-executed hit-and-run. 
The third batter should have quali- 
fications similar to those of the sec- 
ond man, Speed, reliability as a 
atraight-away hitter, the ability to 
bunt and knack of “mixing ‘em up.“ 
are among the requisites for that po- 
sition. 

Howard, Berger and Daley measure 
up to the requirements of these po- 
sitions admirably. 

This brings us down to Heinie“ 
Heitmuller, who occupies the honor- 
able position of “clean-up” hitter. 
This gent should be a slugger from 
Way back; a man with the ability to 
score a runner from first should 
there chance to be one lingering 
there. All he is expected to do is to 
drive in the bulk of the runs. What 


a snap! 

The ideal fifth-place man should be 
fast and a hard hitter. Consequent- 
ly, Charley Moore was selected for the 
place. Dillon figures that the fifth 
man is frequently the first man up in 
the second Inning, and in that event 
his speed is likely to come in handy. 
The lighter batters are accorded the 
succeeding positions, Which as a rule, 
are assigned on the basis of the re- 
spective batting ability of the men. 
There are but a few points diflerence 
in the hitting of Metzger and Lober, 
but the former is given precedence 
over Lober because he is superior on 
the hit-and-run, and a wizard as a 
sacrifice hitter. In fact, when it comes 
to the sacrifice, Metzger is the peer 
ef any man on the club. Again and 
again Metzger aide the speedy More 
around the circuit with his skill in 
these departments. 

Those over-worked individuals, the 
catcher and pitcher, bring up the rear 
in the order named. Neither of them 
is expected to be a bear with the bat. 
Should *they fail to get more than 
four hits between them in a season it 
would not arouse adverse comment. 
But at that, some fine hitters are now 
and then found lurking among the 
battery people. In Brooks and Boles 
the Seraphs have two who rank 
among the deadliest sticksmiths in 
the league, while among the Seraph?’ 
pitchers are some who love their 
base hits well enough to get them ev- 
éry now and then. 

In addition to the specific reasons 
cited for the placing of the batters is 
one more general. By placing the 
atronger and more skilful of the crew 
at the top they will go to bat more 
often in the average game than the 
lower half of the batting order. This 
means a big batch of additional runs 
during a season. 


to single out any one position in the 
batting order as the most important, 
it is a significant fact that a majority 
of the winning clubs have a true and 
tried “clean-up” gent on the job.

Manager 
Young, with a number of other Ru- 
tolsts, was more than surprised to 
learn that Bruske has apparentiv 
turned him down after his repeated 
promises to do all in his power to 
heip the manager of the great hace 
who certainly went to the bat for 
the man who was “ih wrong.” 

Referee Hillman also helped 
Bruske and the action of the racing 
manager in also turning him down 
seems peculiar and can possibly be 
explained when Bruske is once more 
interviewed. This also applies to 
Kuster, who proved a staunch friend 
of Bruske’s, as, when the automo- 
bile editor of The Times accompanied 
‘Bruske, these two men helped him 
in a fight for the prize monev which 
had been held up pending a ruling 
of the Contest Board with regard to 
the cars Rruske had entered in the 
Santa Monica road race. 

Earl Boothe did not go into the 
matter as thoroughly as he desired. 
He comes back, however, determined 
to fight this out if it takes all sum- 
mer: 

BOOTHE SAYS: 

“When I was in Indianapolis I 
wrote to William Schimpf, chairman 
of the Contest Board of the Automo- 
bile Association, asking him to mset 
me in Chicago.
